2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed structure 
is a HEMT with an e-supply layer, an InGaP layer, a GaAs layer , a second InGaP layer and a 
GaAs layer. Bito et al. show a similar structure but only show the use of GaAs and AlGaAs. 
Kato et al show a similar structure with an InGaP layer above the e-supply layer but do not show 
a second InGaP layer. Thus the claimed device is not shown in the prior art.
